The Relative Value of Studies. 

What to teach ; when to teach 
it ; and how much to teach of it ; 
are the questions which occupy the 
minds of all great educators and 
true teachers. And it is especially 
incumbent upon every one who 
teaches to work along this line, re- 
membering that the teacher's pro- 
fession embraces both science and 
art — a profession and a calling. If 
the relation, which one study bears 
to another — and in fact to all others 
— were once clearly determined 
(and teachers educated up to that 
point,) then we would be working 
upon true a priori principles, li 
every teacher would constantly 
think upon this great subject, ami 
o-ivo his fellow-teachers the benefit 
of his experience and research, I 
feel sure our curricula would often 
have the studies arranged in a dif- 
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ferent order. Some studios would 
perhaps appear there that are not 
now taught, and some of the time- 
accustomed ones might be abridg- 
ed or entirely dropped out. 

Even where there is a well -ar- 
ranged course of study, it is very 
often the ease that it is not follow- 
ed ; this may happen chiefly in two 
ways : Too much substitution is 
allowed, or the studies are taught 
in such an order as not to give the 
mind power, which they ought to 
develop. For the great end of ed- 
ucation, after all, is not to furnish 
knowledge to the mind, but to have 
the individual acquire knowledge 
in such a way as to give the power 
of acquiring knowledge. And ev- 
ery study should come in just at the 
proper time ; and thus reinforce (or 
introduce) something else. 

The faculties (power) of the mind 
must ever be studied by the teacher, 
and his constant aim be to develop 
all harmoniously. The order of 
development is all important to the 
public school teacher. But in high- 
er education the question is, how to 
develop proportionately — i. e., ac- 
cording to their importance. Of 
course all the powers of the mind 
should be in process of training at 
the same time. 

To determine whether or not a 
certain study has any value, is not 
the question ; but what relation has 
it with the most important studies, 
and how does it bear upon the de- 



velopment of the mind generally V 
Or, if it is necessary to study it, 
where should it come in ? And how- 
much of it should be taught? These 
are some of the questions that come 
in to be answered. 

Therefore, what determines the 
relative value of studies, is the 
great question. Some would argue 
that the mind needs only discipline, 
and that the facts of usefulness will 
be supplied by the surrounding 
world. They say that tact is ev- 
erything. And that the faculties 
can best be developed by studies 
which have scarcely no practical 
value. 

Others say that the useful is the 
beautiful. And believe that in the 
acquiring of useful knowledge, 
power and skill will result. 

The fact is that in order to have 
the best mental power, the mind 
must be fixed, firmly, upon contin- 
uous thought. And the reverse of 
this is, that as the thought is kept 
continuously in the same direction, 
so will the habits of the mind (soul) 
be fixed. And thus the destiny of 
the immortal soul is hinged upon 
the education of a few years. The 
result is obvious : For few person- 
change their habits after they are 
twenty-one years of age. And a:

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Methods of Studying Society. 



Sociology, in so far as it is scien- 
tific and authoritative at all, dis- 
covers or rediscovers laws of social 
ethics, very much as physiology 
sanctions the ethics of individual 
hygiene. Labor problems are not 
altogether entanglements between 
had men ; they are complications 
among men, both employers and em- 
ployees, who are partially in the 
dark about the real relations of the 
interests in controversy. Sociology 
is not likelv to be of much use as 

* 

arbiter in a given case, but sociology 
cannot fail to be of large service in 
removing the misconceptions out of 
which the controversies arise. 

During the summer of 1894, for 
example, circumstances brought two 
phases of social doctrine into col- 
lision in a peculiar way in the Unit- 
ed States. On the one hand, men 
with very little exact knowledge of 
business attempted to schoolmaster 
the organizers of industry, and to 
prescribe a moral code to which 
business should conform. On the 
other hand, men who questioned the 
authority of this code, or of some of 
its precepts, angrily denounced the 
would-be teachers and reformers. 
Good men actually ridiculed the 
idea that ethical principles can have 

any bearing upon industrial prac- 
tices. 

The function of sociology in the 
premises is to show that both these 



kinds of men are seriously wrong. 
On the one side, the fault is not in 
desiring the control of business by 
ethical principles, but in premature 
assumption of superior knowledge 
of ethical principles. On the other 
side, the fault is in rousing opposi- 
tion to ethical principles, as such, 
instead of demanding proper creden- 
tials for the alleged ethical prin- 
ciples. 

It must be admitted that the so- 
ciologists themselves are not vet 
clear about the ethical phases of so- 
ciology, and they consequently do 
not yet furnish the guidance to be 
desired in arriving at such distinc- 
tions. Sociology has the means of 
enlightenment, however, about the 
ethics of social relations, and its 
mission is therefore evident. Just 
at present the foremost task of so- 
ciology is to buttress men's confi- 
dence in the matters of moral law, 
especially because it is necessary to 
impeach so many incompetent inter- 
preters of the law. — Prof. Albion
